Collection Depreciates Quickly 





Clippings have been received from 
many readers about the reported sale 
of a $300,000 collection to a peddler for 
$9. Newspaper reports said the stamps 
dated back to the Revolutionary War! 
A landlady in Philadelphia sold the 
stamp collection following the death of 
a boarder, receiving payment in two in- 
stallments of $4 and $5. The new owner 
was picked up by police when it devel- 
oped that though earning $25 to $30 
weekly he was also receiving relief pay- 
ments. The stamps, discovered among his 
belongings, were at first thought part of 
the loot of a recent theft in Philadelphia, 
but eventually were learned to be the 
collection of the late Edward Green, 
member of a wealthy family engaged in 
the production of soda water. The Wil- 
mington, Del. Star says that on Thurs- 
day, February 20 the collection was re- 
ported as worth $300,000, but on Friday 
the value was reported as $37,000 with 
no explanation of the sudden deprecia- 
tion. One philatelist who examined the 
lot said he would hate to have to pay 
$100 for the lot, and another said the 
original value was not over $30,000 and 
that virtually all the saleable items had 
been disposed of before Mr. Green’s 
death. Green had been selling the stamps 
for the past ten years. One of Green’s 
sons, the ex-landlady and the peddler 
are each trying to obtain possession of 
the collection. 


Congo Emergency Issue 





The occupation of Belgium where 
Belgian Congo stamps are printed in 
normal times, has led the postal service 
of the colony to arrange for printing its 
stamps in the Union of South Africa. 
The new series, depicting the late King 
Albert, will be placed in use as soon as 
ready, which is expected to be very soon, 
the New York Times reports. Denomi- 
nations will be 10, 15, 25, 50 and 75 
centimes and 1.25, 1.75, 2.50, 2.75, 5 and 
10 francs. Collectors may obtain such 
Stamps, if they desire to run the usual 
wartime risks and delays by remitting 
the face value (44 francs equal $1 U.S.) 
to the Directeur des Postes, Leopold- 
ville, by draft on either the Banque du 
Congo Belge or Banque Belge d’Afrique. 
The postal administration also has in 
stock the complete 1931-37 series, the 
1938 National Parks series of six stamps, 
ind all air mails from 1920 to date. 





1916 Wines Exempted 


We are indebted to Max C. Kaye, 
Springfield, Mass. dealer, for the infor- 
mation that the law concerning possession 
of Wine Stamps does not include within 
its recent drastic interpretation the 1916- 
18 issue of Wine Stamps. The announce- 
ment that prosecution loomed for per- 
sons unlawfully possessing such stamps 
did not exempt this first issue, but Mr. 
Kaye writes that his information comes 
from the Treasury Department in Wash- 
ington. New designs of Wine Stamps 
were issued commencing in 1934 and ap- 
parently the Treasury only considers the 
law as applying to them. 





Says Cauca Never Issued 
Stamps 





We have referred before to the re- 
searches by John N. Myer into the issues 
of Colombia and the numerous facts he 
has uncovered. In the January edition of 
the American Philatelist Mr. Myer pre- 
sents detailed reasons why he believes 
there should be no stamps in the cata- 
logues listed under the Colombian State 
(or Department) of Cauca. Of all the 62 
stamps listed for this state, Mr. Myer 
accepts only three (Scott’s type A7 is- 
sued by the national government in the 
capital city of Popayan during a civil 
war) as fully bonafide issues. No authen- 
ticating evidence has been found by Mr. 
Myer to support Nos. 53-54. The Tumaco 
provisionals of 1901 are shown to be the 
work of a former discredited postmaster 
who had once issued without authoriza- 
tion certain stamps of type of A6 to 
sell to collectors. On the basis of earlier 
evidence the Cauca stamps were deleted 
from some European catalogues, due to 
suspicious actions of persons supplying 
them. 


Marine Corps Museum 





The U. S. Marine Corps is establish 
ing a museum at the Marine Barracks, 
Quantico, Va. The museum will include 
philatelic items such as covers and let- 
ters having postmarks of marine offices, 
etc. Persons desiring to offer items should 
write the Stamp Editor, The Leather 
neck, Washington, D. C. with description 
and price desired. We assume donations 
will be accepted. 





"Two Peoples and One Battle" 





The above is the slogan inscription at 
top of the new German _ semi-postal 
stamp just issued which depicts Musso- 
lini and Hitler side by side flanked by 
panels containing the fasces, eagle and 
swastika. The stamps have a postal face 
value of 12 pfennig but are sold for 50 
pfennig the difference going to the “Cul 
ture Fund.” Italy’s companion stamp 
should also arrive soon, as such a stamp 
was reported in preparation. 





Santiago's Fourth Centenary 





Recently appeared five stamps com- 
memorating the fourth centenary of the 
founding of the city of Santiago, capital 
of Chile. A great celebration was held in 
the city on February 12, but the phila- 
telic press termed (in Chile Filatelico) 
the stamp issue a “disgrace.” In 1937 
preparations were begun to have a hand- 
some series of 13 stamps depicting sSam- 
ous persons and scenes. Then on May 
27, 1940 the Minister of Interior issued 
another decree reducing the series to five 
values, three of them being among the 
highest of the original set. No change 
was made in designs, and the result was 
a haphazard selection. Omitted from the 
series were the eight other designs, de- 
picting some of Chile’s most illustrious 
persons. Newspapers bitterly protested 
the choice of designs. The 10 centavos 
stamp of which but 300,000 were or- 
dered, was not only of an insignificant 
face value inviting speculation, but was 
unnecessary as it was not a commonly 
used postal adhesive. The postal admin 
istration offered no explanation apparent 
ly, taking refuge in silence. 





Pilcomayo Dispute Ended 





On January 23, it was announced that 
representatives of Argentina, Paraguay 
and Bolivia had signed an agreement for 
the internationalisation of the Pilcomayo 
River and that a commission would study 
canalization of the stream. This river, 
long a source of friction, flows along the 
southern border of Bolivia and the Great 
Chaco. All three countries had claimed 
rights, with stagnation of commerce re- 
sulting. The river has appeared promi- 
nently on many stamps of the countries, 
which had only increased international 
friction.

Selassie, who amidst numerous commem- 
oratives, was crowned King of Kings of 
Ethiopia in 1930. His empire crumbled 
before the mechanized onslaught of the 
Italian invaders in 1936 and the national 
postal headquarters was burned in the 





riotous few days between evacuation by 
the Ethiopian government and occupation 
by Italian forces. Since then, stamps 
which the catalogues designate as “Issued 
under Italian Occupation,” depicting 
slight Victor Emmanuel III as Emperor 
have served the scant postage stamp 
needs of the wild country. Whether 
Haile Selassie will succeed in re-estab- 
lish ing himself as ruler of the country 
remains to be seen, though there is indi- 
cation this is not unlikely since the de- 
feat of Italy’s first Ethiopian Viceroy, 
Marshal Graziani, in Libia. The hvge 
statue of the Lion of Judah, depicted on 
the first stamps of Ethiopia (or Abyssinia 
as it is often incorrectly called), is now 
a trophy of the 1936 triumph in Rome, 
along with the crown of this ancient 
ruling family. Stamps may prove ons 
of the first results of the attempted re 
turn to power of the Ethiopian ruler, left 
to his fate in 1936 by the same forces 
now aiding his return. 


Guynemer Commemorative 

Among recent arrivals in this country 
is the French 50 france stamp depicting 
the World War ace Georges Guynemer 
During the war he shot down 53 German 
planes and became the leading French 
Ace. He was killed in an air battle on 
Sepember 11, 1917 and Kent Stiles in 
Scott’s Monthly Journal states the Ger- 
mans permitted French aviators to fly 
over to attend his funeral behind the 
German lines. The stamp was evidently 
prepared in connection with the un- 
veiling at Malo-les-Baines, near Dun- 
kerque, of a monument on the twenty- 
first anniversary of his death.

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; British Stamp Trade Control 


With a minimum of trouble the im- 
port and export control in Britain of the 
stamp trade has proceeded practically 
unimpeded, or so it would seem from 
a recent article in the Philatelic Trader. 
Several troublesome points have been 
ironed out. Dealers objected to paying 
postage twice on matter intended for 
export, once on the package directed 
to the British Philatelic Association for 
examination, and then again from the 
B. P. A. office to destination. The govern- 
ment now permits the use on letter-rate 
mail addressed to the B. P. A. of a label 
inscribed “Official Paid” thus avoiding 
use of postage stamps. Such labels are 
supplied the dealers in advance, based on 
their estimated requirements and may 
only be used on letter-rate mail contain- 
ing stamps for export. The authorities 
still require full postage on parcels and in 
all cases payment of the registry fee in 
postage stamps. 

Some trickery has developed, but has 
not reached serious proportions. All deals 
are required to be completed within six 
months, and stamps not sold as well as 
proceeds of stamp sales are required re- 
turned to Britain. A few owners had 
dealers send stamps abroad and then the 
owner arriving in that country has at- 
tempted to obtain stamps or money or 
both and prevent return of same to Eng- 
land. In such cases the dealers are held 
liable and severe penalties can be im 
posed. 

The guiding rule in regard to stamp 
imports has been to reduce them to the 
barest possible minimum. Scarcity of 
shipping space prevents bulk shipments 
of stamps (such as mixtures) from other 
units of the Empire and imports are lim- 
ited, except for very exceptional cases, 
to letter mail. Imports from countries or 
colonies not using sterling currency are 
practically forbidden in entirety. But per- 
mission must always be obtained for any 
importation of stamps. Much mail has 
been seized, due to lack of permits; and 
this has been returned rather than con- 
fiscated as authorities recognized that 
many persons abroad were unfamiliar 
with regulation. So the stamps have not 
been held up unduly. Abuses have crept 
in. Occasionally it appears that these un- 
authorized sendings were encouraged by 
British correspondents in the deliberate 
hope that they would be excused and 
passed. The B.P.A. has evidenced exhaus- 
tion of its patience and confiscation looms 
for future such shipments, the excuse 
wearing thin. 

At first sending of covers into England 
was not limited. So new issues were im 
ported in this manner, foreign correspon 
dents mailing dealers large quantities o: 
covers franked with new issues. Th’'s is 
now forbidden as it constitutes in effect 
the buying of stamps abroad.

English currency. This method prevents 
prospective refugees from establishing 
funds abroad which in effect would be 
taking securities out of the country. 
Needed dollar exchange is thus conserved 
and even increased. 

The ban on collectors in belligerent 
countries exchanging with American 
countries has been occasioned by evasions 
of less stringent rules. It is known that 
fictitious exchanges have been arranged, 
the foreigner sending a lot of valuable 
stamps and receiving in return many 
cheap stamps. By this method his Amer- 
ican friend has aided him in gradually 
getting the bulk of his valuable stamps— 
or his fortune—to this country. This 
scheme was uncovered early in the war 
and the German government set up regu- 
lations which have effectively prevented 
it. 

The great amount of time necessary to 
check stamp sendings, has probably as 
much as any other reason, prompted gov- 
ernments such as New Zealand and Dutch 
Indies, Straits Settlements and many 
others to stop all private sendings. Spies 
have in the past frequently used, or at- 
tempted to use, stamps as a means of 
conveying messages and the censors must 
therefore exercise care in passing such 
matter. Since censorship of ordinary 
mails requires large forces, often hundreds 
of men and women, the ban on stamp 
sendings is understandable. Despite the 
large staffs, long delays have been noted. 
Sometimes these delays have been 
claimed to be deliberate, and in the 
commercial interest of belligerents and 
against those of the neutrals.
